Rapid  technological  change  and  the  extension 
of  the  scope  of  law  enforcement  into  virtually 
every  aspect  of  life  has  created  an  ever  increas- 
ing demand  for  the  law  enforcement  officer  who 
is  professionally  trained  in  the  field  of  police 
administration,  government,  the  social  sciences 
and  the  humanities.  For  nine  years  The  Ameri- 
can University  has  been  working  with  local  law 
enforcement  agencies  and  with  the  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  in  a  program  of 
professional  training.  This  program  now  in- 
cludes an  associate  degree,  a  bachelor's  degree, 
and  a  professional  certificate.  Each  has  been 
designed  to  give  qualified  candidates  an  under- 
standing of  the  basic  administrative,  sociologi- 
cal, and  psychological  concepts  as  they  relate 
to  the  field  of  law  enforcement. 

Ordinarily  admission  is  limited  to  those  holding 
at  least  a  high  school  diploma  and/or  those 
with  experience  or  formal  training  in  the  field  of 
law  enforcement.  Course  requirements  may  be 
fulfilled  at  The  American  University  off-campus 
location,  including  the  training  facilities  of  the 
Washington,  D.  C.  Metropolitan  Police,  the 
U.S.  Park  Police,  the  White  House  Police,  and 
the  police  departments  of  Arlington,  Alexan- 
dria, and  Fairfax,  Virginia,  or  at  the  Univer- 
sity's uptown  and  downtown  centers.
